dt is evident the decision of Judge Evans 
in Louisville regarding employers’ liability, 
if sustained by the Supreme court, can readi- | 
ty Be appealed to by those not inclined to 
obey the pure food and meat inspection 
statutes. It will certainly, if sustained, pre- 
vent enforcement of any such law as that 
Senator Beveridge proposes in regard to 

‘hild labor. 

Judge Evans seems to have struck a note 

t warning to the federal legislators that 
chere is a point beyond which they cannot 
go in making laws under the commerce 
clause of the constitution. Judge Evans is a 
good lawyer and a republican. He wae a 
member of the house and served on the ways 
and means committee. He is entirely famil- 
jar with legislative methods, and for these 
reasons, if for no other, his opinion in the 
employers’ liability case, forming as it does 

n dtrest attack upon the disposition of con- 
gress to legislate loosely under the guise of 
regulating interstate commerce, is entitled 
to more than usual consideration.

Constitutional iene Stretched. 


Senator Beveridge’s child labor law pro- 
poses merely to prohibit the transportation 
of goods made by children from one state to 
another, which may bea regulation, although 
it is evidently a stretching of the constitu- 
tional power granted to congress.. The meat 
inspection law proceeds on a good deal the 
same principle, because it seeks to forbid the

The pure food law is built on the same lines,

Judgé Evans, in the federal court at Louis- 
ville, has stuck a knife into some of these 
laws, and it may not be easy to heal the 
‘wound. The importance of his decision is 
shown by the fact that Attorney General 
Moody, on the suggestion of the president, 
deemed it necessary to have one of his as- 
sistants appear in the liability cases at Louis- 
ville. Judge Evans, in rendering hie decision, 
took occasion to say that he did not recog- 
nize the interest of the United States in the 
case in any way and that he had tolerated 
the appearance of the assistant attorney gen- 
oral merely as a friend of the court, who might 
be able to give valuable suggestions, al- 
though he appeared-for nobody in particular 
so far as legal interest in the case was con- 
cerned. 

Judge Evans, moreover, in the Body of his 
decision, declared that the employers’ lia- 
bility law was fatally defective and was 
manifesily unconstitutional because it only 
created and imposed liability upon certain 
common carriers regarding their relations 
with their own employés, without in any way 
presuming to prescribe rules for carrying on 
traffic or commerce between states. 


Evans Decision Limits Congress. 


The court declared it to be his opinion that 
congress, in the act referred to; had in con- 
5 . no more than the creation of Ha- 
5 ‘bility, and that it would be a most strange 
construction to hold that the law included 


3 er broader than that. 


Until the full text of the decision la re-

Fire 3 525,000 Damage to 
the Lower Part of Dr. P. 
2 Welch's House, 608 


ot Dr. P. H. Welch, 608 North State street, 
yesterday was responsible for serious injury 
to five persons, two of whom were firemen, 
one a woman whom the firemen were en- 
deavoring to rescue, the fourth a small boy 
who stood watching the fire, and the fifth a 
policeman. 

Had the police made any attempt to keep 
back the crowd the boy spectator would not 
‘have been injured. People crowded about the 
fire, and the wonder io hove Jeraons were Hot 
hurt when the ladder fell. 


In their haste to raise the ladder to the | 


third story of the house and rescue Mrs. C. H. 
Cooke, 60 years of age, mother of Mrs. Welch, 
the firemen neglected properly to connect it 
in the middle, and it collapsed under the 
weight of the two men and the woman, pre- 
cipitating all three to thé pavement below. 
The end of the ladder as it fell among the 
crowd struck the boy on the head, causing 
a fracture of the skull.

dence, preparing to go out for New Year's 
dinner.

After I had 
poured six buckets of water on the flames, 
which had spread over the woodwork, I saw 
I was making no headway. The thought of 
getting the women and the children out seized 
me, but, turning, was amazed to find myself 
locked in, the door I entered having locked 
when I shut it, I got out the front way and 
went upstairs, but the smoke had so filled 
the house that I couldn't dee my hand before 
my face. 


Return for Their Children. 

“JT came down with Mrs. Welch and Eliza- 
beth and Mildred. When my wife saw that 
two of the children were still missing she ran 
back upstairs after me in an effort to save 
them. I was so overcome by smoke that I 
realized I could go no further, and groped 


to a window and yelled to raise a ladder. I 


didn’t know Mrs. Welch was behind me. A 
policeman and a fireman followed and car- 
ried Mrs.. Welch to the street after she had 
fallen overcome with smoke at the head of the 
stairway. 

“That the two younger children are still 
alive is entirely due to the presence of mind 
of the nurse, Mise Corlett. Instead of losing 
fier head and rushing to the street, she 
groped her way back into the bedroom, 
caught up the little ones in her arms, and, to 


prevent their inkaling the stifling fumes, she | 


held the children out in the air until firemen 


elimbed up à ladder and took them. Then 


she followed down the ladder.” 

During the excitement that followed the 
discovery of the fire it was Mise Corlett who 
calmly went to the phone and sent in an 
alarm. She has been nurse in the Welch 
family nine years, and is 25 years of age. 


Damage Chiefly on First Floor. » 

The residence, a three story white stone 
structure, is one of the handsomest in the 
district adjoining Lincoln park, and is di- 
rectly across the street from Archbishop 
Quigley’s residence. The damage to the house 
was not great, except on the first floor. The 
loss will r $25,000, chiefly in the destruc- 
tion of parlor and dining room furniture, 
an oll portrait of Mrs. Welch's late father, 
C. H. Cooke, the brewer, and @ collection 
of bric-A-brac and oil paintings. 

Residents of the district crowded about the 
house during the fire, unhindered by the po- 
Mce, and witnessed the collapsing of the 
ladder.’ 

It just doubled up like a jackknife,” said 
Mrs. Welch. I don’t feel like censuring the 
firemen, because they did good work in ex- 
tinguishing the flames, but it was their fault 
the ladder collapsed as it did.” 


Put Blame on Firemen. 

Eye witnesses of the accident were in- 
clined to censure the members of truck No. 
10 for not giving O’Brien assistance he had 
asked for. If this had been done it is prob- 
able no one would have been hurt. When Mrs. 
Cooke was first discovered at a third floor 
window dense votumes of smoke were issuing 
from the lower floors and she could be seen 
only at intervals. When the crowd yelled 
O’Brien was on the second floor, and as econ 
as he understood the situation he called for 
a thirty-six foot ladder, but no one responded 
at once, but he finally was given a small

Mrs. Palmer heard several days ago that 
the National Civie federation proposed to 
hold an industrial conference in the city. 
She understood that labor leaders as well as 
employers were to be invited to participate. 
Accordingly she sent word to August Bel- 
mont, president of the body, in New York, 
offering the use of her home for the purposes 
of the meeting. 

On the condition thet Mrs. Palmer her- 
self should act as hostess and temporary 
chairman of the gathering,’ Mr. Belmont 
promptly accepted the invitation. He re- 
ceived the idea as a happy one. 


Afraid of Scaring Labor Men. 

While the arrangements were still in a 
preliminary stage, however, the promoters 
of the conference suddenly awoke to the fact 
that a delicate situation confronted them. 
The. question arose as to whether the social 
feature.of the occasion might not obtrude 
itself so farcibly as to scare some of the 
labor representatives away. It was decided 
tc sound several of the labor men. 

George W. Perkins, president of the Cigar- 
makers’ International union; President ohn 
Fitspatrick of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, and two or three more of the local 
union leaders were approached. At first the 
labor men shied at the idea of attending 
an industrial conference in the Palmer resi- 
dence. 

They admitted that they had associated 
the costly residence on the Lake Shore drive 
with the “ capital rather than the labor 
side of the industrial controversy. They were 
not sure whether it would be exactly ethical, 
from the union point of view, to sit in velvety 
cushioned chairs amid rich tapestry hang- 
ings and discuss a matter of wages and 


hours of labor. 


Solved by Barring Dress Clothes. 
Finally a happy solution of the problem 
was hit upon. Mr. T. K. Webster, one of the 
Civic federation representatives in Chicago, 
proposed that the gathering should be held 
in the evening, but that it should be strictly 
informal.“ 

„Full dress clothes, accordingly, will be 
barred, and the conference will steer as clear 
as possible of any suggestion of a reception or 
social affair. Mre. Palmer reserved only the 
privilege of serving refreshments to her 
guests. . 

It is hoped by the Civic federation mem- 
bers that the meeting will be a great success, 
and that one of its fruits will be the establish- 
ment in Chicago of a branch of the nationa! 
association such as has been established re- 
cently in Boston. The plans are well under 
way, and, with the arrival today or tomor- 
row of Ralph M. Easley, the Pational secre- 
tary, the invitations will be igsued. 


Three Interests at Conference. 

Three interests will be represented in the 
conference, according to present plans. In ad- 
dition to the labor men and the employers, 
several citizens who have no direct Interest in 
the industrial question, will be asked to at- 
tend and participate. 

The employers’ side will be represented by 
Franklin MacVeagh, Cyrus H. McCormick, 
and Mr. Webster. The labor leaders have 
not been definitely selected, although Mr. 
Perkins and Mr. Fitzpatrick probably will 
be among the number. Representing the in- 
terests of citizens at large will be George 
Schilling, president of the board of local im- 
provements, and W. C. Hollistd, the printer.

Former Illinois Central Presi- 
dent Looks Into Future. 


BIG CHANGE IN PROGRESS. 


Nation Experiencing Moral and Finan-

Fish, former president of the Hitrrols 


convinced that the nation * now a 
experiencing a“ long needed moral and finan-. 
cal reformation which, like the réligious 


reformation of the Middle Ages, will through 
much cruelty work out good in the end.” 

Mr. Fish is also of opinion that a great in- 
dustrial erisis is due, and that there are 
many indications of its being imminent. 

These two utterances form part of a New 
Year's statement prepared by the former 
president of the Illinois Central. In this state- 
ment he says in part: 

‘‘ Despite the unprecedented output of gold, 
money is dear the world over, and dear be- 
cause of high prices and activity in trade. 

„Within the past year there have been tre- 
mendous losses of capital. in the destruction 
of San Francisco, and in the less awful ca- 
lamity at Valparaiso, and at ite close we 
havea faminein China. Looked at the world 
over, the volume of the crops of 1906 was not 
above an average, despite the phenomenal 
yield in the United States. Prices of com- 
modities are above the normal, and rising. 


Wall Street Plaything of Cliques. 

Labor all over the world ia dearer than 
ever before and the tendency is toward higher 
wages and shorter hours; conditions which 
are ecoriomically wasteful as regards product, 
whatever their effect may be on the laboring 
class. 

“Turning now to our country, New York 
especially, that part of it known as ‘ Wall 
street,’ has absorbed, and is absorbing more 


than its share of the loanable fund. While 


our western and southerns banks are lend- 
ing more freely than usual at this season, 
that which they lend is instantjy and per- 
sistently absorbed by Wall street. 

The New York stock exchange has ceased 
to be a free market, where buyers and sellers 
fix prices through the ebb and flow of de- 
mand and supply, and has become the play- 
thing of a few managers of cliques and pools 
to such an extent that for months past 
every announcement of increased dividends 
of stock distributions and of rights has been 
met by a fall in prices. 

Distrust of Financiers Growing. 

“The investing public are and remain out 
of the market, not because of ventures in 
industrials, in electric railways, or in sub- 
urban real estate—the speculation In each 
of which was checked months ago—nor yet 
because of the more recently pricked bub- 
ble in mining shares, but simply because of 
the distrust which even those possessed of 
ample means have of the methods of cor- 
porate finance now in vogue in New York. 
That Europe shares this distrust of those 
methods is shown by its outcry against the 
misuse of American finance bills. 

“In so far as our political parties, repub- 
nean and democratic,’ are concerned, no 
crisis can arise before the presidential con- 
test of 1908. But if, in the meanwhile, We 
were to have an industrial crisis, accompa- 
nied by genéral stagnation and discontent, 
the unemployed and discontented would, 

judging from past experience, flock to the 
banner of Mr. Bryan or possibly: Mr. Mr. Hearst.”’

Dividend Scandal to'Be Sifted? 

The commission will not rest with answers 
to questions affecting the Sherman anti- 
trust law. In addition the investigation will 
go deeply into the financial operations of 
Mr. Harriman and his party, and perhaps 
even into the scandal aroused by the method 
of declaring the Uuion Pacific and Southern 
Pacific dividends last August. 

Particular potnts of this further Investiga- 
tion have not, however, deen determined 
upon. These, it was said, will depend much 
on the nature of the testimony produced in 


the early investigation. 


It is certain, however, that the commission 
is to go beyond the relations of the Harri- 
man roads proper. It is to investigate the 
business dealings between what commonly is 
called the Union Pacific system and the 
Chicago and Alton, the Baltimore and Ohio, 
and the IIlinois Central. Mr. Stubbs, for m- 
stance, will be asked to explain the reported 
arrangement for the connection of the Union 


-Pacific and Illinois Central in a traffic ar- 


rangement. President Harahan of the II-

STATE COMMISSIONERS SUGGEST 
‘EXTENSION AND AMEND 


l. Remove Limitation Confining 
All Applicants to Residents of IIIIi- 
nois—Favor Piacing City and Coun- 
ty Boards Under Control of State 
Body—Recommend That Power ef 
Diamissal Be Given Heads of Insti- 

} tutions with Right. to * 


‘Springfield, m, Jan, 1—The Illinois civil 
service commission today made its’ first 
annual report to Gov. Deneen. It covers the 
period from Aug. 3, 1906, to Dec. 21,1906. 

The commission recommends that limita- 
tion ot examination to applicants from Illi- 
nols be removed so that in cases of emer- 
gency help may be secured from other states. 

The commission requests that the.require- 
ment that one of the commissioners be pres- 
ent at each examination be removed, as it 
limits the number of examinations a day to 
three. The report suggests: that the chief 
examiner and others competent to conduct 
examinations be authorized to dé so. 


Right of Dismissal] Favored. 

The commission believes that power of dis- 
missal should be granted as necessary to cor- 
rect defects in examinations. So long as 
political reasons do not enter into the dis- 
charge the judgment of the superintendents 
of state institutions should be sustained, 
says the report. 

Supervisory power of the state commission 
over civil service commissions of counties 
and cities is believed advisable. Legislation 
to that end is asked. 

The commission. favors. the. extension of 
civil serVice to all branches of the state serv- 
ice. It believes that many cities would 
adopt the system if relieved.of the expense 
of administering the law. The commission 
therefore recommends. that a city at its op- 
tion may come under state civil service. 


More than 2,000 Examined. 

Two thousand one hundred and sixty-eight 
positions in seventeen state charitable 
institutions passed under the civil serv- 
fice law on Nov. 1, 1905. To provide 
applicants for these places the: com- 
mission has held 5390 examinations in 
thirty-six different cities of the state. For 
these examinations 2,240 applications were 
received. Changes from Nov. 1, 1906, to 
Dec. 21, 1906, in the-institutions and the 
causes therefor are listed as follows: 

Resignations, 504; discharges, 295; appoint- 
ments, 1,468; positions abolished, 13.

“A strict construction of the 
uniform tax provision results in double taxa- 
tion of many kinds of property and the at- 
tempt to enforce it drives large amounts of 
property, into concealment, fosters perjury, 
works injustice, and creates contempt for 
the system. Itisa system which belongs to 
a past age. 

“The withdrawal of any kind of property 
from taxation is not now so important a 
question as the abolition of local assessments 
for state purposes. The state tax is relative- 
ly small, yet the effort of every county and 
of every community to pay as little as possi- 
ble of it tends to keep local assessments at 
a minimum and to deprive municipalities of | 
sufficient revenue for localadministration. 


Would Put Taxes on Franchises. 


It is the opinion of most experts that state 
taxes should be derived from public service 
franchises; that double taxation should be 
avoided: that railroad property should be 
taxed where it exists, and that there should 
be no attempt to assess any form of per- 
sonalty that cannot be located and viewed 
by the assessors. 

“Tt is intended to ask the present legisla- 
ture to provide for the appointment of a tax 
commission for the state which will in- 
vestigate thoroughly and recommend such 
changes in the present system as it may deem 
advisable. But merely to have a commission 
appointed brings no promise of early relief 
for the reason that no commendation of suf- 
ficient scope to remedy any of the defects of 
our present tax system could be enacted into 
law by the legislature because of present 
constitutional restrictions. 

„The proposed amendment is designed to 
give the general assembly somewhat larger 
authority ‘in the matter of revenue legisia-

‘A GOOD LAW IN DANGER, 
The railroad employés-of the United 
States were gratified by the passage at 
the last session of congress of a measure 
on which they had set their hearts. It 
abolished the common law doctrine of fel- 


low servant as regards railroads engaged 
and made them } 


in interstate commerce 
liable for the personal injury or death of 
an employee caused by any defect or in- 
sufficiency due to negligence in cars, en- 
gines, methods of operation, or the negli- 
gence of a coemployé. ; 

The law is a just one. While it was 
under discussion hardly a word was said 
against its reasonableness except by rep- 
resentatives of railroad companies, who 
saw that it would compel the roads to pay 
damages in numerous cases where they 
ought to pay them, but cannot be made to 
do so under existing laws. But a federal 
district judge, before whom suit was be- 
gun against a railroad. corporation under 
the law, holds it unconstitutional. 

He takes the ground that the act is not 
one for the regulation of interstate com- 
| merce, but simply imposes a liability on 
certain common carriers to their employés 


has not the pewer to impose. This is sub- 
stantially the position taken by a few mem- 
bers of the house when the measure was 
being discussed in that body. Mr. Crum- 
packer said he doubted whether the bill 
would be held to operate at all outside of 
the territories and the District of Colum- 
bia. “ Regulation of employés in their re 
lation to the employer in interstate trans- 
portation,” said he, “is only an incident 
of commerce, and is under the police con- 
trol of the states.“ Representative Keifer 
said he did not believe the power to regu- 
late commerce could be stretched to pro- 
vide rules to determine the measure of 
damages between litigants. The senate is 
full of constitutional lawyers, but not one 
of them raised the point of unconstitu- 
tionality. 

The fate of the legislation from which 
railroad employés hoped so much is in 
doubt. The Supreme court will have to 
settle the matter. It would have had to 
do so under any circumstances, for e 
railroad would have appealed if the trial 
court had upheld the law. Many mien of 
great legal ability are of the opinion that 
the A is not unconstitutional, and it is to 
be hoped the Supreme court will agree 
with. them.

MATERIAL PROGRESS. 

Chicago was handicapped in 1906 by 
an execrable street car service. It was 
an impediment to industry, for it con- 
sumed so much of the time and vitality 
of workers. The exact cost to the com- 
munity of that villainous service cannot 
be set down, but it was great. Chicago 
was handicapped also by an ineffective city 
government, which prociliimed theories 
when it ought to have produced results. 
It left undone the things which it ought 
to have done. It neglected public im- 
provements which were greatly needed. 
It did not contribute as it should have 
done to the advancement of the indus- 
trial welfare of the community. 

Notwithstanding these drawbacks the 
Chicago producers and traders made a 
record of which they have reason to feel 
proud. The figures given in yesterday's 
Turo show that the value of mani- 
factures of the year was $1,642,000,000. 
This was a gain of 21 per cent over 1905. 
The capital and the labor engaged in man- 
ufactures have been steadily employed 
and have reaped substantial profits. The 
volume of wholesale trade, which was 
$1,314,000,000 in 1905 was $1,591,000,000 
in 1906. Bank clearings showed an in- 
-erease of $906,000,000. Chicago is more 
than ever the great central market of the 


eountry.

oN PEACE PREPARE FOR WAR. 

In a general arraignment of the Du 
Pont smokeless powder monopoly, sent as 
an appeal to the president and congress. 
Robert 8. Waddell has made his most tell- 
ing point in demonstrating that under mo- 
nopolistie control the supply of smokeless 
powder must be necessarily wholly inade 
quate to the need of the nation in the 
event of war, He calle attention to the 
fact that while the eqmbined daily ca- 
pacity of the trust factories is only 33,200 
pounds, a single 12 inch gun burning 800 
pounds at a shot and firing twice a minute 
consumes 86,000 pounea of powder in one 
hour. 
The further polnd te that 
under the protection of United States pat- 
ents a pront of 115 per cent is made by the 
powder monopoly, but even assuming the 
justice of this margin ot profit the danger 
of the situation is set forth in the calcula: 
tion that at the present rate of production 
it would require fourteen years to accumu: 
late a reserve supply sufficient to meet the 
arising emergencies of war. In short, the 
coun. ~ would find itself im a position as 
awkward as that which threatened it in 
the war with Spain, a consideration not’ to 
be overlooked in the absolate certainty that 
our next antagonist will be a foeman of 
far heavier caliber. 

The importance of the point advanced 
by Mr. Waddell as to the unpreparedness 
of the country in the event of war is not 
to be overlooked. It would seem to be an 
argument that will appeal with special 
force to the president. Oonceding the 
truth and exactmess of the facts and fig- 
ures presented there is no reason why & 
monopoly, highly protective patents, . or 
other considerations should be permitted 
to stand in the way of a perfect equipment 
for the preparation of a,complete national 
defense. The question is not one of senti- 
ment or of favoritism, but is a. matter 
easily demonstrable by figures and applica- 


bie as involving the safety and protection 


of-the people If the means of providing 
such protection are inadequate they should 
be enlarged. If there is ever present the 
danger that a war would find us just be- 
ginning the building of powder factories, 
with no supply at hand, the commonest 
instincts of self-defense should demand the 
immediate removal of the danger. After 
all it is not so much a question of “ build- 
ing up a monopoly and fattening million- 
aires” as of being ready for the conflict 
with a foreign foe when it comes.

Prince Donnersmarck. it is true, endeavors 
to ignore.the Hebrew founder of his house, 
Lazarus Henckel and claims to be descended 
from the ilustrious house of Bethlen-Falva, 
which “ became extinct in the seventeenth 
century,” he does not attempt to ex- 
plain how. it is possible for any one to be 
descended in the direct male line from 3 
family that became extinct” hundreds of 
years ago. The house of Bethlen-Falva ex- 
ercised rights of petty sovereignty up to the 
seventeenth century, and on the strength of 
this Prince Donnersmarck coolly styles him- 
self the thirteenth medlatlzed count of Beth- 
len, or Beuthen, in Silesia, although his name 
does not figure in the officia) list of the 
medlatized nobles, nor is included in part II. 
of the Almanach de Gotha which is devoted 
to them exclusively. 

But this former ownership of Neudeck by 
Kaiser Rudolph II. ts not the only imperial 
association of the place. There is another of 
more recent origin. About thirty-four years 
ago the first wife of Prince Donnersmarck 
tore down the greater part of the chateau 
and erected on its site a palace which was 
the exact reproduction of St. Cloud, the fa- 
vorite abode of Empress Bugénie, and the 


Napoleonic impressions which the aspect of 


the palace must have made upon the mind of 
Emperor William when he staid there the 
other day will have been still further 

strengthened by the presence of Coquelin the 
elder, and of an entire company of stars of 
the Parisian stage, who had been brought by 
Prince Donnersmarck all the way from the 
banks of the Seine to this remote corner of 
Silesia sole for the purpose of furnishing 
entertainment for the kalser during his three 
days’ visit. 


It was not from of any oy enn of admiration 
for the French empire or of affection for 
Empress Eugénie that the first wife of Prince 
Donnersmarck caused her palace of St. Cloud 
to be reproduced at Neudeck. On the con- 
trary, the motives were hatred and revenge. 
The first wife of Prince Donnersmarck had 
been ejected from the palace of St. Cloud 
under circumstances of much ignominy, by 
the servants of Eugenie, and at the latter’s 
orders 


The late Countess Henckel von. Donners- 
marck—for her husband onby became a prince 
several years after her death—was the 
daughter of a little Jewish tailor of the name 
of Lachmann, at Moscow, came to Paris in 
the traim of some nobleman, was abandoned 
by him there, became a woman of the town, 
then managed to infatuate the composer and 
musician Herz, induced him to pase her off 
as hie wife, and under that guise accom- 
panied him on one occasion to a private con- 
cert given by Empress Bugénie at St. Cloud. 
There she was recognized by some of the 
officials and expelled from the palace. 

She subsequently developed into one of the 
queens of the Parisian half world, accumulat- 
ing an enormous fortune in that way, and 
then inveigled a Portuguese nobleman, the 

de Paiva, to marry here, the man 
shortly afterwards blowing out his brains 
when he realized the shame that he had 
brought upon his house by such a match. 
This did not prevent, however, her salon from 
being frequented by all the most eminent 
statesmen, most brilliant clubmen, foreign 
ambassadors, French government officials, 
and palace dignitaries. Even M. Thiers, 
afterwards president of the republic, and the 
personification of bourgeois propriety, did not 
disdain to pay her court, and it was at her 
house, now ocoupled by the Travelers, the 
most ultra smart Franco-English-American 
club im Paris, that one heard everything that 
was going on in the French capital. 

— 

Among the habitués of her salon was Count 
Guido of Henckels Donnerémarck, a particu- 
Mar favorite of the imperial couple at the 
Tulleries during the last few years of the 
reign of Napoleon III., a frequent leader of 
the cotillons at Empress Eugénie’s cele- 
brated Mondays, and the most Parisian of 
Germans. While a cn ae devoting him- 
self entirely to frivolity and to a life of pleas- 
ure, he kept his eyes and ears open, and was 
thus enabled to procure much information 
of great value to Prince Bismarck, whose 
confidence he enjoyed. The marquise de 
Paiva was in those days one of the most 
magnificent beauties in Europe, and as clever 
and fascinating as she was lovely. Shortly 
after the war of 1870, Count Henckel von 
Donnersmarck married her, and then of 
course, all her former friends and admirers 
in Paris insisted that she had been all along 
an agent of the count for the German gov- 
ernment, and that if he had wedded her it 
was not mere infatuation on his part but 
likewise gratitude for the services whfch she 
had rendered both to himself and to Ger- 


many. 

Certain it is that the count met with little 
opposition on the part of the court of Ber- 
lim or of Prince Bismarck, when he an- 
nounced hie marriage, and while the ex- 
marquise de Palva was never, of course, re- 
ceived at Berlin or at Potsdam, yet the fact 
of the count having married her never af- 
fected his own standing with the reigning 
house and government. 

After her marriage the countess left Paris 
forever, to spend the remainder of her days 
at Neudeck. Not content with converting 
the place into a second St. Cloud, she, by way 
of stil) further venting her spite upon Em- 
press Eugénie purchased a number of the lat- 
ter’s favorite jewels for her own adornment 
and lfkewise all the exquisite furniture ot 
Bugénie’s private boudoir in the Tull. 
eries, the furniture in question being dis 
tributed in the hog pens of the principal farms 
at Neudeck. 

oe 

Suddenly the countess was overtaken “by 
some frightful malady which robbed her of 
her loveliness of face and form, and, like 
that other celebrated beauty of the Na- 
poleonic era, the countesse de Castiglionne, 
she withdrew into the utmost seclusion, al- 
lowing no one, not even her husband, to come 
near her, and never appearing in the grounds 
of her Silesian palace save thickly veiled, 
while servants who had the misfortune to 

‘encounter her within the chateau were in- 
stantly dismissed. She lingered unti? 1884, 
and three years after her death her husband 
married another fascinating Russian—name- 
ly: the 28 year old divorced wife of that one 
of the Mouravieffs who was formerly minis- 
ter of justice in Russia. By her Prince Don- 
nersmarck has a couple of sons, to the elder 
of whom old Prince Bismarck stood fa- 
ther. 


The prince ee to the end His in- 
timate firendship with the ex- chancellor, fur- 
nished most of the money for the running 
of the newspaper as the Hamburg 
News, in which Bismarck after his retire 
ment was wont to give utterance to his opin- 
fons, and only after the old statesman's death 
became intimate with the present emperor. 
Their friendship was based on William's 
admiration for the loyalty of the prince to the 
old chancellor, while the prince on his side 
was compelled, especially in view of develop- 
ments after Bismarck's death, to admire the 

forbearance and the patience with which 
the ex-chancellor had been treated by his 
sovereign. This mutual regard found its 

in the kaiser’s bestowal of the 
title of prince of Donmersmarck upon the ald 
nobleman about five years ago. 

Prince Donnersmarck came prominently 
before the public about a year ago as the non- 
official exponent of the em s views at 
Paris on the subject of the Morocco ques- 
tion. For the prince has always kept up his 
friendty relations with the Parisian great 
world, and with political, literary, and 
artistic circles of France, being much Hked 
and regarded by his Gallic friends as the 
most Parisian of foreigners. A sister of his 
first wife, by the bye, married the marquis 
de Noailles of the French ducal house of iat 
name, and who, before

The story ie unrelieved by the lightsome 
touch of comedy and is perhaps unduly 
somber. The second act rises to big dramatic 
moments and the final scerie of this portion 
of the play was given with such compelling 
force by Mr. Skinner and Mr. Hitchcock that 
the audience was aroused to enthusiasm and 
demanded several curtain calls. 

Daniel and Henri Morey are brothers and, 
as is frequently the case, one is looked on 
with particular favor by the father, while 
the other is treated with coldness. Daniel 
scoffs at all things sacred and religious, and 
in this is upheld by his father. On the other 
hand, Henri is religiously inclined, and al- 
though he makes overtures of friendship to 
his brother he is scorned always, and in later 
years this feeling of indifference and dislike 


becomes one of intense hatred. Suddenly | 
Daniel turns aside from his evil ways and, | 


deciding to enter the priesthood, is disinher- 
ited and disowned by his father and becomes 
the Abbé Daniel. 

In the meantime, Henri, largely through 
his distrust and dislike of his brother, be- 
comes a free thinker and the breach between 
the men widens. They do not meet for a 
period of ten years, and during that time 
Henri has become a highly successful physi- 
cian and controls a private sanitarium for the 
feeble minded, while Abbé Daniel is vicar in 
one of the most poverty stricken parishes in 
Paris. The duke de/Challles, a degenerate 
and debauched old man, who is wedded to a 
young and beautiful wife, is brougbt to the 
sanitarium and placed under Dr. Morey’s 
care. The wife despises and detests her hus- 
band, and during the weeks that she has been 
a visitant at the 1 has grown to care 
for the @octor. 

Her marriage vows oad religious scruples 
save her from making an avowal of this love 
even when Dr. Morey confesses that she has 
awakened a similar feeling in him. In her ex- 
tremity she goes to the little church where 
Abbé Daniel is curé and pours forth her trou- 
bles in the confessional, without mane»: 
her identity. 

On the day on which. the duke de Chailles 
is taken to his home, Abbé Daniel calis on his 
brother, hoping to enlist his aid in a chari- 
table enterprise and also asking for an intro- 
duction to the duchess, as she ie known to be 
generous in charity givingr“but the doctor 
is hard and inflexible and, refuses both re- 
quests.

The second act is placed in the humble 
home of the abbé: The duchess has sought 
him at the church, but not finding him there 
comes to his home. She realizes that the 
struggle is becoming more than she can 
withstand and seeks the priest's counsel 
and advice. She is followed almost immedi- 
ately by the doctor, who has traced her 
from her home, and forces an entrance to 
his brother’s house. The priest is called 
away to visit a sick parishioner and the 
other two are left alone. In a jealous frenzy 
the man accuses the woman of a liaison with

suspicions, ses him and is on the point 
of leaving when the priest returns. 

Then follows an extremely powerful scene 
between the two men, Who are battling for 
this woman. This is the duel which they fight. 
The abbé longs for her soul’s salvation and 
the man of the world wants her love. It is 
a scene which rises and increases in potency 
as the act proceeds, and the final denuncia- 
tion and dismissal of the Intruder gave Mr. 
Skinner an excellent opportunity. 

The third act takes place at a retreat 
whither the duchess has gone to try to find 
solace and comfort from a missionary bishop. 
The venerable man has suffered much and 
knows a deal of mankind, and he is able to 
offer the perplexed woman advice that is can- 
did but excellent. Meanwhile the insinuations 
of the doctor have caused unrest in both the 
priest and the woman, and Abbé Daniel 
begins to fear that he too is influenced by 
worldly motives in his desire to wrest the 
duchess from the doctor. He is on the verge 
of giving up his priesthood and retiring to 
a monastery, when the kindly bishop brings 
him to a sense of his rightful position and 
consents to take him back to China. The 
timely death of the duke leaves the way 
clear for the happiness of the duchess and 
Dr. Morey. 

— 

As the abbé, Mr. Skinner is ever gracious 
and kindly in his bearing and gives a por- 
trayal which artistically will rank with his 
best creations. He gives dignity and sym- 
pathy to the role and is particularly happy in 
his denotement of the fillal love he bears the 
bishop, and the longing he feels when he 
meets his brother again after their long sep- 
aration. The big scene of the third act is 
given with all Mr. Skinner’s sense of the 
dramatically effective, and deservedly won 
the applause with which it was greeted. 

Mr. Hitchcock a e doctor offered a por- 
trayal which was sistently conceived and 
developed. He was hard and unforgiving in 
his treatment of his brother, and tender with 
the tenderness of a strong man in his scenes 
with the duchess. Miss Wakeman as the 
Duchess of Chailles made her first local ap- 
pearance and impressed as an actress of 
charm and intelligence, gracious und wom- 
anly in her lighter moments, bat with a 
tendency toward heaviness in the stronger 
scenes. That capable actor, Charles Walcot, 
presented a character kindly and benevolent 
as the missionary bishop, and his speeches 
were the only relief to the general serious 
trend of the drama. 

The other réles were of but minor impor- 
tance and were satisfactorily handled. The 
production is a beautiful one, unobtrusively 
complete in every detail.

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 1.—[Special.}—Seattle 
high won the scholastic football om Big 
ship of the west at Madison park today, 
feating the North Division eleven in a sensa- 
tional manner by making a touchdown in the 
last minute of play. Six thousand people saw 
the game. 

Each team scored a touchdown in the first 
half and failed to kick a goal. Up to the last 
forty seconds the score was 8 to 8. Playing 
straight football and directing heavy mass 
formations at the Chicago line, the local boys 
pulled out a victory Just before the final 
whistle. 

Chicago’s lone touchdown wae made in a 
more sensational wan Pursell, the little 


left end, got the ball on a fumble on his ten 


yerd line and ran 100 yards. Dodging through 
an open field and evading several would-be 
tacklers, he placed the oval behind the Seattle 
goal line twelve minutes after the game 
started. Seattle braced up and by une plunges 
carried the ball from the center of the field 
over North Division's line. 


Mud Is Ankle Deep. 

The contest was played in mud up to the 
players’ ankles and much criticism is directed 
against the Seattle management for playing 
the game on such a field. The sun came 
out strongly in the morning and melted the 
snow which fell during the night, leaving the 
gridiron a small lake. 

The players could do nothing on the soggy 
ground and fumbles were frequène. The for- 
ward pass was a failure and in only one in- 
stance did it work. Then North Division 
gained ten yards. Coyle, the much talked of 
sprinter, could not get started. 

Coach Frost of Seattle created a distur- 
bance at one time when Umpire Best was 
forced to penalize Seattle fifteen yards be- 
cause Frost insisted on coaching from the 
side lines. A Chicago player reported the 
matter to Umpire Best several times, and the 
official warned Frost not to let it occur again. 
This warning seemed to be of no use. The 
Chicago quarter back protested against 
Frost’s coaching again, and when Best 


caught him coaching gave Chicago fifteen 


yards. Frost, angered at this, ran on the 
field and attempted to slug the North Di- 
vision quarter back. 


Pursell’s Hundred Yard Dash. 

The game was hotly contested.from the 
Start. Seattle won the toss and kic to 
North Division’s ten yard line. North Di- 
vision tried a forward pass, but Thayer in- 
tercepted the ball. He fumbled it, after hav- 
ing it in his arms, and Scholes got it. 

After a few exchanges of punts Seattle got 
the ball on North Division’s twenty-five yard 
line and attempted a forward pass. Burke 
fumbled and Pursell secured the ball, run- 
ning almost the entire length of the fleld for 
a touchdown. No goal was kicked. 

Seattle came back strongly and Westover 
and Smith pounded the line for fifty yards, 
making the home team’s first touchdown.

After One Fall Apiece Wrestlers Are 


Unable to Finish Match—Contest 
Rough and Brutal. 


{BY GEORGE SILER.] 


The catch as catch can wrestling match between 
Carl Pons, the Frenchman, and William Demetral, 
the Greek Demon,“ at Brooke’s casino yester- 
day afternoon resulted in a draw. Demetral won 
the first fall with a reverse nelson in twenty- 
seven minutes. Pons took the second in nineteen 
minutes with a half nelson, and the managament 
stopped the bout after the men had wrestled 
thirty-five minutes without a final fall, as they 
appeared too tired to continue.

The hard work began to tell on both 
men, but Pons being the stronger secured a half 
nelson and won the. fall. 

The rough work took all of the steam out of 
them, and when they appeared for the third and 
final fall they were too tired to fight and got down 
to plain wrestling.

BATLWAX MAN CLOSES CLIMB OF 
HALF CENTURY.

Charles Beck, Who Enterea Service 
of Illinois Central in 1856 as 
Freight Glerk and Became General 
Manager, Reaches Age of 70 and 
Ceases Activities, While Chairman 
of Board of Pensions—Beook of Illn- 
minated Resolutions as Memorial. 


Of all the holiday gifts dropped into Chi- 
cago stockings during the closing days of 
1906, one of the most unique and most highly 
prize@.was that which came to Charles An- 
gelo Beck, 3200 Lake Park avenue, in the 


form of a set of resolutions upon his retire- 


ment at the age of 70 years from the position 
of chairman of the board of Fe, of the 
Illinois Central railroad. 

Mr. Beck's relief from official . came 
as à result of the company's inviplable rule 
to retire all employés at 70, but he still is a 
hale and hearty man who can look back over 
a long, hard climb up the ladder of success. 

When his associates on the board of pen- 
sions of the Illinois Central retired him they 
carried out a plan of giving him a lasting 
memorial of fifty years of service in which he 
rose from telegraph operator and freight 
clerk in an obscure office to general manager 
and assistant vice president. 


Memorial Book of Resolutions. 

The memorial is in the form of an illumi- 
noted book of resolutions bound in russet 
morocco, lined with silk of the same shade, 
lettered in old English text, the illumination 
being in shades of gold and purple. It con- 
tains the autograph signatures of W. J. 
Harahan, W. 8. Smith, I. T. Rawn, C. F. 
Krebs, John E. Owens and Wialliam Renshaw. 
The text of the resolutions follows: 

„ Whereas, Time in its immutable course 
has recorded threescore and ten years against 
the life of Mr. C. A: Beck, and 

„ Whereas, Therefore the board has this 
day placed his name upon the roll of retired 
officers and employés; 

„ Resolved, That we hereby express our 
high regard.for his sterling qualities; our 
recognition of the intelligence and zeal dis- 
played by him in organizing and administer- 
ing the affairs of this board and our thanks 
for his uniformly courteous conduct toward 


us; 

„ Resolved, That we also express to him 
our hearty wish that his life and good health 
may endure many years longer, that he may 
enjoy to the fullest measure the fruits of his 
long and faithful labors; 

Resolved, That these preambles and reso- 
lutions be entered on the minute book of this 
board, and 

„ Resolved, That a further testimonial of 
the same, bearing the autograph signatures 
of this board and attested by the chairman 
of this meeting, be delivered to Mr. Beck by 


the secretary. 


Active Work Over Half Century. 

Mr. Beck began his service for the Illinois 
Central Sept. 19, 1956, as freight clerk and 
operator at Dunleith, III., and ended his gerv- 
ice of fifty years and one and one-third months 
Nov. 1 as chairman of the board of pensions, 
which board he organized. He is a native 
of Philadelphia and began his business life 
there at the age of 16 as a telegraph operator, 
one year after his graduation from high 
school. From that time to the day of his re- 
tirement he never lost a day’s salary. His 
retirement is on half the salary he received 
as chairman of the board of pensions. He 
will continue to live in Chicago, where he has 
been since 1881, when he assumed the posi- 
tion of assistant genera! superintendent.

The Shea trial entered its second month 
yesterday with an extraordinary session, 
lasting from 9:80 o’clock on New Year's 
morning until noon.

Driver Found Locked.

“I drove into the barn the night before,” 
he said, “‘ but when I returned next morning 
I found the doors of the barn locked”’

the word had been passed around that Shea 
was to call a strike.
